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Of all the Triglæ this may be considered as the 
most beautiful in point of color, as well as the most 
remarkable in form, the size of the pectoral fins far 
furpassing those of the Trigla Hirundo, as well as 
of the Trigla punctata before figured in the present 
work. It is a native of the Mediterranean and At- 
lantic seas, and is commouly about twelve or fifteen 
inches in length.
